MESSAGE SCENT 

You may think your cat is simply 
happy to see you when it rubs its 
head and body against your legs 
when you get home from school. 
But your cat is also marking you 
with its scent to claim you as a part 
of its territory. 

A cat has scent glands at the cor- 
ners of its mouth and on its temples 
and chin. As your pet presses its 
face on your jeans, its lips get pulled 
back, exposing the scent glands in 
the mouth. Rubbing puts pressure 
on the glands, and the cat’s scent is 
then released. You may not be able 
to detect the smell, but other cats 
can. Territory is very important to 
cats. To any outside cats, you now 
smell like “property of Bootsie” (or 
whatever kitty put its mark on you). 


PURR-SONALITY 

Purring starts very early in a cat’s 
life. Kittens can purr by the time 
they are a week old. Being in a state 
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of bliss seems to promote purring: 
The mother cat purrs as she feeds 
her kittens, and the kittens purr as 
they nurse. 

But take your cat to the vet and 
listen as it purrs furiously while you 
talk with the doctor. Cats don’t purr 
just when they’re happy; they also 
purr when they’re upset. Purring 
may reduce stress, just as tapping 
your foot may help you when you’re 
nervous. 

Purring remains something of a 
mystery to scientists. They know 
that a bony structure in the cat’s 
throat carries the sound, but they’re 
not purr-fectly clear on where 
the sound originates.

KISS ME, YOU FOOD 
When your dog licks your face with 
its big sloppy tongue, the pooch is 
saying “I love you,” right? Yes, but 
there’s a little more to it than that. 
Dogs lick our faces because of a 
basic instinct also found in wolves. 
(Wolves are dogs’ closest relatives 
in the wild.) 

When a mother wolf returns 
from hunting, her pups lick her 
mouth and nuzzle her face, which 
causes a wrenching reflex in her 
stomach, and she regurgitates the 
food she has just eaten. The pups 
then eat the partly digested food. In 
other words, wild dogs feed vomit to 
their puppies—it’s the perfect 
puppy chow for teething tots. 

We humans feed our pets their 
own food, so our dogs don’t have to 
eat our puke. But when a dog licks 
your face, it’s saying that it knows 
you're the boss—and the main 
provider of food, whether the meals 
be canned, dry, or hurled. 


SPIN CYCLE 

Why does a dog chase its tail? 
Chances are that it’s because 
Bowser is bored. Puppies (who play 
and explore nonstop) chase their 
tails all the time. If an adult dog 
chases its tail, however, that usually 
means the dog needs more stimula- 
tion in its life and is trying to stir up 
some excitement. 

As a species, dogs are social 
animals, and it’s their nature to live 
in packs as wolves do. Your dog 
views you and your family as its 
pack and gets lonely if everyone 
is gone all day. So if you see your 
dog spinning endlessly in circles, 
it’s time to spend more 
time romping with him 
or her. 


Ever wonder u 
what your dog’s 

tail wagging is all about? 
Pack animals such as wolves have 


dominant (leader) and subordinate 
(follower) members in their groups. 
Dogs consider their owners the 
dominant member of the pack, or 
the “top dog.” Scientists have 
observed that subordinate wolves 
approach the more dominant mem- 
bers in the pack with the same 
enthusiastic greeting your dog 
gives you—extreme tail wagging, 
with just a bit of bowing. 

Dogs use their tails to express 
different moods. A wide-swinging, 
easygoing tail wag that includes 
some rump action is a sign of friend- 


liness. A drooping tail combined .

“I can't tell 
you how many unhappy 
tanks there are simply 
because fish refuse to talk 
things over. Schools are 
destroyed; relationships 
are flushed down the toi- 
let. It’s really very, very 
shad.” The smaller the 
tank, he says, the more 
problems there are. “You 
seldom see such strife in 
larger aquariums, lakes, or 
oceans. But the divorce 
rate among sardines is 
simply staggering.”
